Without pretending to fay, whether the French lugger’s re-

The French King hag publifhed another arret in favour of 
the new French Eat India Company, prohibiting the impor- 
tation of callicoes and Ynuflins, except they are dire@tly intro- 
duced from India in French bottoms ; and al prohibiting the 
og of foreign printed and ftained cottons, gauzes, and 
inens. 

t. The firft article prohibits the importation of callicoes 
bleached or green, as well as goods made of cotton and thread, 
handkerchiefs, dimities, and nankeens, manufactured in India 
or other foreign parts —unlefs they fhall be introduced by the 
French Eaft India Company, or according to the provifions of 
the arret of the 14th of April laft. 

2. All callicoes printed, ftained, or dyed in.foseign parts, 
to be equally prohibited. 

3- For the encouragement of the French manufactures, the 
King prohibits through all his dominions the fale of foreign 
muilins, ftriped, fquared, or figured, as well as of all foreign 
gauzes and linens. . 

4. This prohibition to take place at the end of one year 


from the.date of the arret. 


5. Thenew India Company, at the expiration of one year, 
to have authority toequire, as often as they fhall think pro- 
per, the proper officers to. vifit the magazines, warchoufes, and 
houfes of merchants, traders, and warehoufemen, to fearch for 
articles thus declared contraband, and to confifcate them. 

6 ‘Merchants:and others to give an account in three months 
after the date of this arret, of the quantity, quality, and kinds 
of goods of the above defcription in their hands ; and to re- 
ceive a permit in thefe words —** Goods tolerated till the toth 
Auguft, 1786,” which fhall be placed on the goods. 

There’are fix other articles as provifions for the due execu- 
tion of the above regulations. 

This arret has put the great and flourifhing manufactory of 
Paifley and Glafgow into dreadful Confufion. In thefe places 
4000 looms were efployed in thefe branches, and which, as 
Lord Stormont ftated, contributed to the fplendor and elegance 
of the Court of France. -Several of the principal manufaéta- 
rers are come exprefs to London. 

Laft night there ‘was a numerous and molt refpectable meet- 
ing of the tahabitants, fhopkeepers of the cities of London and 
Wettminfter, and Borough of Southwark, to confider what 
further {teps were proper to be taken, to profecute the repeal 
of the obgoxious tax upoa retail traders. After a fhort dif- 
cuffion of the various fteps which they had taken, and of the
